THE GOVERNOR AND COMPANY OF COPPER MINERS IN 
ENGLAND, AND Mr, TALBOT, 


srr,—The affairs of the Governor and Company of Copper Miners 
in England are just now attracting considerable attention, both on 
the part of the shareholders in that extensive concern, and of the 
reneral public, The operations of this company involve the welfare 
not only of a large proprietary, but also the interests of between 
7000 and 8000 workpeople. From a paragraph which recently ap- 
yeared in your paper, I am glad to see that the court of directors have at last 
resolved to take prompt and energetic steps for the better management of their 
roperty. It is not my object in this letter to refer to the general mismanage- 
vent the supineness of the officials, and the other causes which have led to the 
present disastrous state of the company’s affairs. There is, however, one point 
which has not been adverted toat any of the recent meetings, and which I think 
has a serious effect upon the prosperity of the Cwm Avon Works. It must be 
yemembered that intimately associated with the tin, copper, chemical, and tron 
manufactures at Cwm Avon are the docks at the mouth of the little River Avon, 
pearing the title of Port Talbot. The shareholders in the one undertaking are, 
for the most part, the shareholders in the other, and their interests are almost 
identical. It would seem, then, that any scheme which would serve equally the 
works and the docks, and which would promote the advantage of both under- 
takings, ought to be hailed with delight, and supported enthustastically by 
those interested in the company. Such a scheme has been more than once pro- 
pounded, but 1t has invariably been thwarted by the will and caprice of one man. 
The scheme to which I allude is the continuation of the present line of rail run- 
ning between Port Talbot and Cwm Avon, beyond the latter place to meet the 
South Wales Mineral Ratlway at the tunnel above Pontrbydfen. This railway 
would give easy and natural access to the practically unlimited and immensely 
valuable coal field at Glyncorrwg. The coal produced by the Glyncorrwg coal 
fields could be supplied to the Cwm Avon Works more cheaply than the coal ob- 
tained from any other source, and, moreover, any excess not required for that 
purpose could be shipped cheaply and conveniently on board the vessels bring- 
ing goods into Port Talbot Docks, 
‘The proposed Ine of railway is short, the distance between the works and the 
pontrhydfen tunnel being only about four miles, and running the entire dis- 
tance along the margin of the river, so that it could be cheaply and expedi- 
tiously made. When the present South Wales Mineral Railway was formed it 
was proposed to bring it direct to Port Talbot. Practical men were convinced 
then, as they are now, that Port Talbot was the only natural outlet for the 
mineral wealth of the district, But, to the great loss of the proprietors, thelr 
original scheme was opposed, and to avoid expensive litigation, and a costly 
parliamentary struggle, the promoters, at an immense cost, carrled their line 
through a tunnel at the base of the mountain into another valley, and thence 
prought it down to Briton Ferry, They have only regretted that step once, and 
that has been ever since. The existing line 1s difficuls and inconvenient, and 
go satisfied are the shareholders of the soundness of their original views that I 
understand they would now willingly co-operate in extending the Glyncorrwg 
Jine along the river side to Port Talbot. Theimportance of this scheme has not 
peen overlooked by the present manager of the Cwm Avon Works. Withall his 
administrative faults, Mr, Struvé is not defictent in engineering ability, or prac- 
tical common sense. He knows that the effect of a railway running close beside 
the Cwm Avon Works, having connection with a large coal field, could not fall 
to bea great advantage to that undertaking. Two years ago, at a general 
meeting of the company held in London, he called attention tothe saving which 
might be effected by obtaining the coal required at the works from Glyncorrwg. 
He then pointed out in forcible terms that if the company lost only a penny a 
ton upon their coal purchases the aggregate loss would amount to 10001. per an- 
num. If true, as I am informed, that the coal used at the works ts now coating 
the company from Is, to 2s, per ton more than it could be procured for if this 
jine were open, then the absence of the proposed line ts a reproach, not so much 
» Mr. Struvé as to the directors who have failed to recognise its importance, 
or to overcome the opposition to its promotion, Mr. Vigurs, the former success- 





ful proprietor of the Cwm Avon Works, was aware of the absolute importance 
of a frve supply of coal, and when he disposed of the undertaking to the present 
owners he pointed out the necessity of opening up communication with the Glyn- 
orrwg coal fields, 

. ike why, Sir, it will be asked, is this line incomplete, and why are the Cwm 
Avon Works shut out from the absolute certainty of becoming a paying concern ? 
As Leald before, because of the caprice of one influential and self-willed man, 
and that man Is the Lord-Lleutenant of the county, Mr. C. M. Talbot. What 
[am stating here 1s possibly unknown to the gentlemen in London who have 
the ostensible management of affairs at Cwm Avon, but it is famillaras* house- 
old words"’ to the inhabitants of the town, who for years and years have 
watched with sinking hearts the gradual decline of its prosperity, and the 
growth and progress of neighbouring towns not nearly so favourably circum- 


stauced by nature, It will at once he asked what motive has Mr. Talbotin thus 
prejudicing a town and port in which he himeelf is personally interested, and 
in the nelghbourhood of which he possesess large landed estates? His motives, 
j belleve, are mixed. In the first place, he appears to have an objection to the 
extension and growth of a large population in immediate contignity to hisown 
mansion, whieh 1s situated not far from Port Talbot and the town of Cwm Avon. 







It issald of him that he has again and agatn declared that he “ hates to seo 
gtreets grow Into villages, and villages into towns.’’ At any rate those who 
are intimately conversant with the subject know thatin the matter of granting 


ises a policy of the most confirmed obstructiveness has always marked 
«dealings with the Inhabitants of Cwm Avon and the nelghbourhood. They 
yeeognise {np him a land-owning *‘ old man of the sea,’”’ who hangs round the 
neck of the town, strangling the very life of it. There is another reason why 
Mr. Talbot possibly objects to opening up a fresh coal field for the Cwm Avon 
Works. Ile himself possesses collleries, from which the present supply of coal 


to those works, in addition to what they ralse from their own pits, is exclu- 
sively obtained. That be should object to any step which would interfere with 
this monopoly is natural, but that his opposition should have frustrated the 


efforts and blinded the judgment of men like the present Governor and Com- 
pany of Copper Miners In England is more than I can account for. 


If Mr. Talbot is ambitious of a monopoly, a gigantic monopoly, such as he 
seems bent on obtaining, let him buy up the Cwm Avon Works and the Port 
‘Talbot Docks at a fair and reasonable valuation. It is neither fair nor reason- 


able that heshould possess the privilege of monopoly without the corresponding 
duties and responsibilities, As one interested in the prosperity of the district, 
and heartily sick of a political liberality which produces such {lliberal social 


results as flow from Mr, Talbot's connection with this district, I venture, 
through your columns, to appeal to the Court of the Governor and Company of 
Copper Minera in England to look into this matter. Their own interests are 
more deeply Involved in it than they imagine, The interests of a community of 
workpeople, numbering nearly 8000 souls, are imperilied. All that I ask is an 





enquiry into the matter—an enquiry by unbiased and competent persons—and I 
have no doubt that the reault will be satisfactory to all concerned, bringing, as 
it will do, prosperity and stability to the company, security and profitable em- 
ployment to the workpeople, and general progress and wealth to the whole dis- 
trict.—Cum Avon.

THE PARYS MOUNTAIN. 


Sir,—Messrs, Taylor and Sons authorise you to state that there 
are several inaccuracies in the article published in the Journal of 
Aug, 13, but they do not, with one exception, point those inaccuracies 
out. Iean only say, I was particularly careful to obtain the best 
information; to be, if possible, strictly and impartially correct; and 
to avoid noticing many circumstances which I thought might cause 
pain or annoyance, 

In reference to the one inaccuracy they specially point out, Imay 
remark that my information as to the value of the lode in the 65 was 
obtained on the spot from a practical agent, who had been under- 
ground, and I think it will not be very difficult to explain the dis- 
crepancy, My remark was—“ A few months ago on the south branch 
lode a discovery was made, and the lode for 42 feet wide was worth 
16 tons of copper ore per cubic fathom.” The Messrs. Taylor, in re- 
ply, give extracts from reports, from which it is shown that in April 
“the lode had greatly improved, and would yield 3 tons per fathom,” 

Now, throughout the Parys Mines the ore makes in huge bellies. 
The lode from 1 to 2 ft, wide and poor may suddenly open out 30 to 
40 ft.and rich. From these bellies large quantities of ore are ob- 
tained; then they narrow, and then open out again, And I need 
scarcely say that in one of these wide deposits of ore only about 
dor 4 feet of the lode would be driven upon and valued; the rest of 
the ore would be stoped away on tribute. 

I may also add, without fear of contradiction, that for some months 
prior to July | Messrs, Taylor raised very large quantities of ore from 
the 65 ; one stope alone, I was told, had yielded 80 tons, and there 
Was nothing in this inconsistent with the reported value of the parts 
dri ven upon during the months named, 

lhe present manager who, as agent to the Marquis of Anglesey and 
Lady Dinorben constantly inspected the mine during Messrs, Taylor’s 
management, writes me this morning, “I have seen many times in 
these mines a lode 42 ft, wide, worth 16 tons of ore in a fathom.” 
And in reference to the present state of the 65, he says, “ One pare 
of men broke last month (July) 19 tons of ore.” Last week we also 
cut into a good lode of rich ore at the 90, which promises to open out 
well. I may add, in conclusion, from all I could gather on the spot, 
&nd from those who know, or had inspected, the mine, the general 
pinion seemed to be that the mines had before them a great future.

THE COPPER TRADE, AND COPPER MINING. 


S1r,—The price of copper still keeps declining month after month, 
and doubtless must and will doso as long as the market continues to 
be overstocked by such large importations from Chili and other coun- 
tries, Supply and demand ever did, and ever will, regulate the mar- 
ket price of every article. Very deep and expensive mines, with low- 
produce ores, have no chance with mines yielding a high percentage 
of metal; and unless the royalty, or dues, are reduced to meet the 
competition of the age, mining for copper in Great Britain will in a 
few years be at an end, from the fact that very few new trials are 
now being undertaken. Formerly our ancestors kept driving adit, 
day, and other levels of discovery, ever the safest and the best pioneers 
of successful mining operations, 

Should the proprietors of some of the most productive mines lessen 
their returns for a few months, they would get a much better price 
for their copper. It is evident that the supply of copper is too great 
for the demand at the present time, and very few mines as they get 
deeper will meet, or pay, the cost of working in any country, at pre- 
sent quotations. Mines abroad, we are told, with few exceptions, do 
not pay the cost of working charges, and as mines get deep the cost 
greatly increases, and as regards copper, the quality or percentage 
in the ore gets less, and not unfrequently ends with pyrites. 

We are told that one extreme invariably produces another; but 
extremes are bad, and lead to ruin on the one hand, and over specu- 
lation on the other. Previous to the panic in 1866 the standard for 
copper in Cornwall was as high as 145/., last week it was as low as 
951. This great depression must have the effect of stopping the ma- 
jority of the deep mines in the world at no very distant period, un- 
less the supply for a time is lessened. A. BENNETT,

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


The Belgian coal trade maintains much the same active appear- 
ance which it has presented for sometime past. The orders received 
are still abundant, but their execution is much interrupted, so far as 
the Eastern of France Railway is concerned. When the war is termi- 
nated it seems clear that France will come to Belgium for a larger 
share than ever of its foreign coal supplies, as the Prussian mines at 
Sarrebruck are inundated, and it will take five months of hard work 
to bring them again into a workable state. Nothing further has 
transpired with reference to the negociations which have been 
pending between the Belgian Government and Belgian mechanical 
and metallurgical firms with reference to contracts for locomotives 
and! rails for the Belgian State Railways. It is much to be desired 
that a satisfactory arrangement may be arrived at on the subject, as 
the position of Belgian metallurgy is becoming one of difficulty. 
The Belgian Government has presented to the Chambers a Bill pro- 
hibiting the export until the end of the year of arms of every de- 
scription, as well as engines and parts of engines intended for steam 
navigation, This is a step which must react very seriously upon the 
Liége gun trade; and it is suggested that it would be possible to 
attenuate the effects of the measure by prehibiting the exportation 
only to certain countries, instead of extending the prohibition to all 
indistinctly, It is further urged that it is not necessary to name 
any precise period for the duration of even a partial prohibition of 
the exports in question. 

During the year ending March 31, 1870, the Marcinelle and Couillet 
Company worked with energy the Marcinelle and Gouffre collieries ; 
the extraction amounted to 5,016,051 hectolitres, The company’s 
blast-furnaces produced during the year 64,475 tons of pig, and 
the rolling-mills 40,303 tons of iron of various descriptions. The 
minerals obtained from the workings of the company supplied the re- 
quirements of the furnaces to the extent of more than one-third. 
The construction workshops of the company made steam-engines, 
general machinery, and forgings to the aggregate weight of 4242 tons, 
and the aggregate value of 65,8947, The whole turn-over of the year 
was 480,083/., and after sundry redemptions had been made the year’s 
work was attended with a profit of 21,8462, 

The Southern of France Railway Company has given out an order 
for 50 passenger carriages and 200 goods wagons, to be executed in 
the course of 1871. The last previous important order was for 200 
coal wagons, as the opening of the Albi and Castres line directly 
united the Carmaux collieries to the network of the company. At 
the date of the last return this company owned 354 locomotives. It 
has nearly 1100 miles of line in operation, and its revenue is about 
45,0001. per week. 

At Marseilles, Toka Copper has brought of late 76/7. per ton; Span- 
ish, 70/.; refined Chilian and Peruvian, 76/.; rolled red copper in 
sheets, 78/.; round ditto, 827. per ton. At Havre, Chilian in bars 
has made 66/,; refined ditto in ingots, 73/.; pure Peruvian minerals, 
701, per ton. For other descriptions quotations have been almost 
nominal, The transactions which have taken place at Cologne have 
been comparatively rare; prices have, however, been well main- 
tained. At Berlin the stock of copper held on the outbreak of the 
European war was comparatively small, and the article has, conse- 
quently, become extremely scarce in the Prussian capital, On the 
other German markets the stock of copper has also become much 
reduced. Thestock of Banca upon the Hamburg market has become 
extremely small; transactions have been limited, but prices have 
advanced, At Berlin, Banca tin has become scarce and dear. Lead 
has also been firm upon the German markets. There is not much 
change to report in zine, The present price of the rolled zinc of the 
Vieille-Montagne Company is 26s. per cwt. on the Belgian markets ; 
the price of rough zinc upon the same markets is 20s. per ewt. 

In the present extraordinary circumstances in which France is 
placed—the north-eastern departments having been overrun by in- 
vading Prussians, and peaceful pursuits having been brought to a 
stand by the horrors of war—it seems useless to attempt, for the 
present, any detailed report of the French iron trade, 








RoTARY MACHINE PUDDLER—NEW INVENTION.—The Cincinnati 
Railway Iron Works has now discarded the old style of hand pud- 
dling-furnaces, and adopted the revolving puddling-furnace machine, 
the invention of Samuel Danks, itssuperintendent, As this promises 
to revolutionise, by its economy, the work in the merchant and rail- 
way iron and steel mills in the country, a description of it will in- 
terest not only the manufacturer, but the general reader, In 18684 
small experimental furnace was built, which working satisfactorily 
for several months, two large and improved furnaces were built, and 
began work in April, 1869. These have worked steadily ever since, and in 
January the company ordered the construction of four additional and still fur- 
ther improved furnaces, and the total abolishing of the old hand puddling-fur- 
naces. One of these improved furnaces is now at work, and the others will be 
in a few weeks, the old puddlers discharged, and the furnaces taken down to 
make room for the rotary machines. The last-named furnaces are of sufficient 
capacity to puddle a heat of 700 to 800 lbs,, and make the heat into oneball. The 
two furnaces that began work in 1869 make two or three balls at one heat, and 
in nine consecutive weeks one produced 127 tons, and gained 10,347 lbs. of muck- 
bar over the charges of pig-metal ; the average consumption of iron ore to fix the 
lining was 546 lbs. perton of bar produced. All labour cost $4 per ton, and the 
coal used 26 9°10 bushels per ton, which includes 54 lighting-ups, and paddling 
only single shift. Recently the Roane Iron Company, of Tennessee, brought 
10 tons of their furnace iron to test in these rotary puddlers. General Wilder, 
superintendent, and Mr. Brazer, the mill manager, attended the weighing, and 
watched the working of their pig-iron in them, giving it the closest scrutiny, 
for several days. The result showed a quality of muck-bar never before pro- 
duced from their iron, and a gain in yield of good sound bar of 1144 per cent. 
They havecontracted with the Miami! Machine Works for making 10 of the fur- 
naces and engines complete. The Indianopolis Rolling-Mill Company are now 
having four built, and the New Albany Mill one. 

For many years this improvement in puddling-furnaces has engaged the at- 
tention of Mr. Danks, the inventor, as it had before fur years the attention of 
ironworkers and masters throughout the world. Success has now crowned his 
persevering efforts; and, with the Greek philosopher, he may well exclaim 
“ Eureka.”’ Among the advantages gained by the rotary machine puddler are, 
a superior quality of iron or muck-bar from a given quality of metal; a larger 
yield than is possible in the hand furnace, averaging 10 per cent., and in some 
cases 15 to 20 per cent.; an increased quantity puddled of 50 to 80 per cent.; a 
saving in coal of 30 to 50 per cent,; of labour the same per cent., and a saving 
of repairs and materials ; a saving in cost of construction when based on pro- 
duct of furnaces ; an ability to work a quality of pig-iron, or old castings, dif-

PREVENTION OF SMOKE.—The invention of Messrs, IDLE and 
NAYLOR, of Dewsbury, consists in an fron fiue fixed to theend of a boiler in the 
form of a rectangular parallelogram 10 in. or 11 in. wide, and about 2 ft. 6 1p. 
in depth, which will vary according to the size of the holier. This flue is fur- 
nished with six dampers and two hinged doors, chains, rods, and pulleys, with 
which it is worked and as shown on drawings. Supposing the left hand door 
be opened for fuel, and being closed again the damper opens at the same time, 
and receives the newly-made smoke after it has passed northward up the flue of 
the boiler, it then passes along the end of the flue westward, thence up the south 
ward side to a damper; it then enters the iron tubeor flue at the west end, and 
passes through another damper Into the highly heated fire, where it is consumed. 


SECTIONAL BoILeRs.—The invention of Messrs. W. P. ABENDROTH,

Consistently with the 
views which they had always maintained, the officers of the company had, in 
their evidence, very strongly deprecated Government interference, and urged the 
Committee to rest content with expressinga decided opinion that Inspection was 
the best means of prevention, leaving it to the employers of steam to provide It 
for themselves, or to take that provided by such companiesas this. It wasalso 
suggested that simple meaus should be adopted for the Government to ascertain 
whether this was being done, by having concise reports of the facts of all ex- 
plosions, whether fatal or not. The consideration of the evidence in Mr. Mar- 
ten’s report impressed pon the employers the necessity of showing their wil- 
lingness to take the responsibility of guarding againat explosion without the 
need of coercion, Inspection, it was maintained, is the sure remedy for explo- 
elons, and it was urged that now, more than ever, steam users should Join in 
the effort begun, and which was at the present time being carried out, by this 
company, to make Government inspection of steam-bollers totally unnecessary. 
Tbe Chairman maintained that Government inspection was not called for if 
eteam users would only take care to place their boilers under competent inspec- 
tion, Such inspection, he maintained, was to their hand in this society, and in 
that at Manchester. The latter gave i's attention to the botlera used by cotton 
and similar interests located thereabouts, whil-t the Midland Company was 
started ehiefly for the benefit of the coal and fron trades. The Manchester 
Company were no doubt prepared to undertake the care of all the bollers in 
their dletrict ; and this company were certainly ready to perform a similar daty

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REMARKS.—The prospects which a few months ago opened to some 
branches of the metal trade seemed to authorise the efforts then put 
forth to stimulate production; but we feared that contingencies 
might arise which would, to a great extent, render abortive the la- 
bour and outlay then incurred. He would have been mad indeed 
who at that time would have ventured to prophesy those contingen- 
cies which have since so entirely changed the aspect of affairs, and 
rash would be the prophet who to-day would hazard a prediction as 
to what may be the events of to-morrow, and how those events may 
or may not materially affect the commercial interests of this country, 
f one fact there can be but little doubt—that so long as England can with 
honour continue to remain neutral, and the commercial energies of our conti- 
nental neighbours become crippled in proportion to their losses in men and 
money, she must eventually reap the benefit of the pacific relations she is 
enabled to maintain with the civilised nations of Europe. The trade which 
to some extent had passed into other hands will revert to Kngland once 
more and upon the restoration of peace, ** a consummation devoutly to be wished 
for,’’ and a return to the development of home industries and public works, 
recourse will be had to English produce to a greater extent than heretofore. In 
the mean time, prudence dictates that bustuess should be confined within nar- 
row limits, resources husbanded, and preparations made to take advantage of 
the turn of the tide whenever it may occur. 

CopPER.—There is no fresh vitality in English descriptions—little 
or no demand from the Continent nor from India—but owing to the

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THE ELSECAR IRON WORKS, 


There are few works in the southern part of Yorkshire better known 
than those at Elsecar and Milton, belonging to Messrs. W. H. and G. 
Dawes, and who, as a private firm, are amongst the largest producers 
' ig-iron in the kingdom, They have six furnaces at their works 
e ie West Riding, three in North Lincolnshire, and four at Denby, 
~ pyshire. Elsecar has long been noted for the production of a 
in Def “quality of rail, which has a high reputation in the market, 
su for which there is now a very large demand—so much so that 
. frm have nearly completed a pew mill, which will shortly be in 
operation. Very extensive alterations, however, are being made at 
the works, it having been determined to put down a number of pud- 
dling-furnaces on Siemens’ patent, by which the heat is obtained by 
gas, and in connection with which they will be worked by Whithan’s 
patent puddling-machine, or mechanical rabble as it is termed, by 
which a good deal of manual labour will be dispensed with, Although 
necessitating a very large outlay at starting, from the extensive cha- 
racter of the works for producing the gas, &c., yet they are ultimately 
found to be economical, seeing that by them a “heat” will consist 
of from 15 to 20 ewts. of iron, instead of about 4 cwts, by the ordinary 
furnaces, whilst it is calculated that there will be a saving of some- 
thing like 50 per cent. in fuel, : 

There are to be six double puddling-furnaces complete, so that when 
in full operation there will be a very large increase in the output of 
puddled iron, At the present time there are 36 puddling-furnaces, 
put owing to the weather they have not been fully worked, so that 
the firm has been unable to obtain sufficient for their requirements, 
The four blast-furnaces, two of which are new, are iron-cased, the 
waste gases being utilised in the usual manner in heating the boilers. 
The mills comprise a plate one, 22-in. train; a rolling-mill, with 
18-in, train; and the new mill, now nearly finished, a 20-in. train, 
which will be connected with two of Howard’s patent safety-boilers, 
besides which there are nine vertical boilers—tive in the forge and 
four in the mills, most of them about 20 ft. long. There are also 
two engines, each of 120-horse power, a steam-hammer weighing 
5 tons, and three others weighing 2 tons 15cwts.each. The two fur- 
naces at present in blast are capable of making 40 tons of iron every 
94 hours, so that when the four are in operation there will be pro- 
duced from 500 to 600 tons per week. The plates made by the firm 
are in high repute, aud about 15 tonsina shift of 12 hours are made, 
and 25 tons of rails in the same time, 

At the works at Milton, in connection with Elsecar, there are two 
blast-furnaces, 24 puddling-furnaces, two sheet-mills, a merchant- 
mill, and a guide-mill, with a foundry where heavy castings are made. 
The ironstone used in the production of the pig is a mixture of the 
local greystone, which is calcined, and the brown ore of Lincolnshire, 
the two making a very good description of iron, The local ore is 
from the mines of Earl Fitzwilliam, with whom the Messrs, Dawes 
have a very profitable contract for the supply of a certain quantity 
weekly, They are also ina similar position with regard to coal, 
which they get much cheaper than could be supplied by any colliery 
in the West Riding. The contract was entered into by the late Ear! 
fora number of years at a time when coal was very cheap, and 
wages much less than at present. Two or three years since the pre- 
sent Earl endeavoured to have the agreement cancelled, but after a 
good deal of litigation it was found to be binding, although admittedly 
unprofitable, The stone from Lincolnshire is obtained on the ground 
leased by the Messrs. Dawes, near to the Trent, and is brought direct 
to the works by railway, there being a branch line from the South 
Yorkshire. The wagons in return take back coal and coke for the | 
use of the furnaces, There are drops, and all necessary appliances 
for taking the stone to the furnaces, whilst machinery of the best 
and newest description, to economise manual labour, is to be found 
in connection with all departments. Owing to the works and the 
collieries, the villages of Elsecar and Hoyland, which adjoin, have 
become very important places, the Earl Fitzwilliam, who is the prin- 
cipal owner of property, having made the former in particular a really 
model place for working men to reside in, the houses being good, with 
gardens, whilst the streets are lighted with gas. There are also ex- 
cellent schools, a fine church, and several dissenting places of worship.

DYNAMITE.— Messrs. NOBELand Co., of Hamburg, have justerected 
and opened a very large Dynamite manufactory at Prague, to meet 
the demand in that locality, which is immense, dynamite completely 
superseding the use of gunpowder in the mines and quarries in Ger- 
many. It is greatly to be regretted that the patented interests of 
Government officials should in this country be allowed, under the 
influence of the present Government, to interfere with the free use 
of so safe and valuable an explosive as dynamite, and that our mine 
and quarry owners should have such impediments thrown in their 
way that they are in effect precluded the advantages which are open 
to the Germans and other continental nations, 





ALLUVIAL GOLD IN NortH WALEsS.—In last week’s Journal we 
called the attention of our readers to the fact of considerable allu- 
vial gold being lately found in the River Mawddach. We are now 
informed that the directors of the Gwynfynydd Company are deter- 
mined in consequence to drain the large basin at the foot of the cele- 
brated Rhaiadr Mawddach waterfall, and they commenced opera- 
tions last week. ‘This will be a work of considerable difficulty, but 
of a most interesting and exciting character. Experiments have 
been made in California with the same object, but we doubt very 
much on so large a scale. A level of some length has been already 
driven through the solid rock, which will lower the pool at once about 
4 feet, and give that additional height to the waterfall, Of course, 
if rain and floods set in the works will have to be suspended. How- 
ever, it is expected, with great exertion, to get all the water out by 
Tuesday next, The result is of a highly speculative character, and 
will depend a great deal on the nature of the gravel and debris at 
the bottom, As all the rich reefs are above the pool, and a large coarse 
gold has been found below the pool, it is only reasonable to suppose 
that a large quantity will have been in past and countless ages de- 
posited in the pool itself. On the other hand, the force of the water- 
fall—60 feet high—may have denuded the subjacent rocks of all 
their supposed treasure. It is a bold experiment, and if successful 
it will not only benefit the shareholders, but entitle the projectors to 
much praise. One thing is certain, that a large quantity of splendid 
trout and sewin will be captured. 





GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF CANADA,—Sir WM. LOGAN, late Director, 
having returned to Montreal, is engaged in revising the Reports for 
1869. Mr. SELWYN, his successor, is now in Nova Scotia, examining 
its gold fields, Mr, EDWARD HARTLEY, F.G.S., Mining Engineer to 
the Survey, is also in that Province, and has begun the yearly in- 
spection of its collieries, Both gentlemen will probably remain there 
until the approach of winter. 

3RITISH AND CANADIAN COAL,—The main seam of the Spring- 
field coal field, Cumberland, Nova Scotia, has been carefully exa- 
mined and reported upon by Mr. EDWARD HARTLEY, F.G.8., mining 
engineer to the Geological Survey of Canada. The coal is highly 
bituminous, or fat caking coal, very similar in character to that of 
the North of England, It is an admirable gas coal, and the amount 
of sulphur is below the average of Newcastle coal. The coke appears 
well adapted for iron smelting, and with regard to the quantity of 
ash the Springfield coal bears favourable comparison with British 
and with other American coal, Thesubjoined will show the relative

Whether it is to be considered a detached coal field or a portion 
of the great Cumberland coal field of Nova Scotia is still open to 
question ; but the region appears to warrant the most careful exa- 
mination, At present no active collieries of any extent exist in this 
coal ficld for want of communication with tide water, but the com- 
pletion of the Intercolonial Railway will effect communication not 
only with the Bay of Fundy, but with the Basin of Mines, Halifax, 
and many other points where the coal will be in demand, 

THE PENNSYLVANIA COAL STRIKE.—After four months of suspen- 
sion of work in the anthracite coal region, a compromise has been 
effected between the operatorsand the men. The following is stated 
to be the substance of the agreement made between the committee 
of the anthracite Board of Trade and the committee of the Working 
Men’s Benevolent Association :—Discharge of men may be made for 
incompetency, bad conduct, or other just cause, but not for carry- 
ing out the orders of the Working Men’s Benevolent Association. 
The equalisation resolution passed by the Working Men’s Benevolent 
Association is that miners are to work regularly, and that any miners 
making over $100 are to be liable to a reduction of from 10 to 40 per 
cent., according to the amount. The rates of wages are to be fixed 
each month in accordances with the prices of all sizes of coal above 
pea at Port Carbon, This is to continne during 1870, The agree- 
ment is signed by five operators selected by the President of the Board 
of Trade and President of Working Men’s Benevolent Association, 

THE COALS AND IRON ORESOF Pictou CouNTY, NOVA ScoTraA,— 
In an interesting appendix to reports on the Pictou Coal Field, by 
Mr, EDWARD HARTLEY, F.G.5., full descriptions and analyses of the 
coal from the Pictou coal fields are given. There is some valuable 
information on the albertite, stellarite, and other oil coals and shales, 
and an elaborate paper on the practical trials of Pictou coals, The 
results obtained, although the trials were made under various con- 
ditions, appear to have been in all cases very satisfactory, 

AMERICAN ROOFING SLATE IN ENGLAND,—The excellent quality 
of the Vermont slates has several times been referred to in the Mining 
Journal, and it appears that the proprietors of the quarries have now 
undertaken to compete with Welsh slate even in England, It seems 
that some two months since a cargo of the slate was shipped to Eng- 
land, with a view of introducing it for ornamental roofing. The re- 
sult has “more than met the expectations of the shipper, and he is 
confident in the belief that England will want all of Vermont’s Un- 
fading Green Slate.” The August shipments will exceed those of any 
previous month this season.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Aug. 25.—A great lull has taken place in these ports lately in most 
trades, the arrivals of ships have been comparatively few, and little 
has been done in imports and exports, with the exception of the Coal 
Trade, in which a fair amount of business continues. Freights are 
not so good quite, yet they are considerably better than they were 
before the war, at least 2s. per ton for coasting freights, and foreign 
freights are higher in proportion, However, on the whole, trade was 
decidedly flat last week, the great fall in the grain trade having put 
an end to the speculation in that branch, and the continental markets 
appear to be, with the exception of Hamburg, glutted with coals, Of 
course, merchants are not anxious to deal with France in the present 
unfortunate position of that country. The demand for coke and 
coking coal continues, and a fair amount of business is done in most 
descriptions of coal. The Iron Shipbuilding Trade is brisk, most of 
the iron works, &c., are pretty well employed, and the great works 
at Elswick are, of course, very busy, especially in manufacturing 
guns, The annual soiree in connection with those works was held 
on Saturday, in Newcastle, and, as usual, was well attended. There 
is a flourishing Mechanics’ Institute and schools in connection with 
the works, and it appears from the report that there are 3403 books 
in the library. Of 149 pupils who had entered the evening classes at the begin- 
ning of the season, 73 presented themselves for examination by the Science and 
Art department op one or more subjects, and of those who came up 53 passed, 
but as many of the pupils attended several classes, there were only 3 per cent. 
who failed Lo pass on some one subject, The total income for the year had been 
2981. 7s. 9d., of Which 2101. 4s. 3d. had been received from the treasurer of the 
genoral fund formed by subscriptions of the workmen. The school report was 
highly satisfactory. The average attendance of boys had been 282, of girls 200, 
and of infants 285—total 767, of whom 481 were present at the examination. 
The number who passed the examination in reading was 477, in writing 477, 
and in arithmetic 458. The income had been 10162. 1s. 1d.,and the expenditure 
12421. 28. 10d, Sir Willlam Armstrong expressed his pleasure at meeting so re- 
spectable a company, assembled not only for the purpose of rational recreation, 
but able io testify their sympathy with the object for which the schools had 
been established, He had great pleasure in congratulating them on the con- 
tinued prosperity of both institutions, The school had been highly eulogised by 
the Government Inspector, and the attendance had been larger than at any 
former period, The newly-established science classes had been highly success- 
ful, so much so that out of a very large number who had gone up for examina- 
tion an unusual number had passed. The state of the institute and schools re- 
flected great eredit on all concerned, and he hoped that such a condition of 
things would long continue, ; : 
The Iron Trade, of course, cannot be expected to improve in the 
present state of affairs on the Continent, but there appears to be a 
hopeful feeling amongst ironmasters that the war will soon be ended, 
and if this should happen the iron trade will, without doubt, expe- 
rience a rapid improvement. Prices are much lower, and no scale is 
adhered to; yet there is no deduction on the amount made or sold; 
indeed, the quantity sold increases—that is, pig-iron—as is shown by 
the fact that the stock at Middlesborough continues to decrease. 
At the Addison Colliery, one of the coking collieries west of New- 
castle, the men have given notice that they require an advance of 
price, but this demand is not likely to be acceded to, as the masters 
consider that a very good price is paid at present, and certainly fair 
wages are made by the majority of the men. An excellent coking 
coal is got here from the Brockwell seam, although the seam is ra- 
ther thin, and a large quantity of coal has been laid up in anticipa- 
tion of the possibility of a stop, if this demand of the men should 
be persisted in, ‘

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aug. 25.—The Iron Trade appears to be a shade quieter. The de- 
mand for the ordinary small makes continues sufficient to keep the 
works fairly employed in the production of these sorts, but few spe- 
cifications are received of a heavy character, and there are less orders 
on the books. The United States demand continues to be the main- 
stay of the trade, and there is a fair amount of iron being made for 
India, but generally orders are smaller, and the end of the quarter 
hardly seems likely to be so brisk as the beginning. The further 
reduction in the rate of discount may help to strengthen the trade, 
but it is probably mainly the result of the withdrawal of capital 
from commercial channels, owing to the interruption the war occa- 
sions. The Hardware branches show no great change. They are 
not generally brisk, but there is a moderate demand, and no serious 
cause for complaint. 

A meeting of delegates from the ironworkers of the South Staf- 
fordshire district decided on Saturday, but only after a long discus- 
sion, to “ appeal” to the masters for an advance of 1s. per ton for 
puddling, and a propertionate advance for milimen and other classes 
of ironworkers. The document is to be sent to the Chairman of the 
South Staffordshire Ironmasters’ Association, who is to be requested 
to lay it before his colleagues at the next meeting. That would or- 
dinarily take place on the last Thursday in September, but the men 
appear to understand by a meeting the weekly assembly of the trade 
at the Wolverhampton and Birmingham Exchanges, The grounds 
adduced to justify the advance are that the trade has revived in con- 
sequence of the Franco-Prussian war, which they say is proved by 
the reduction of the stocks of puddled barsin the district; and they 
allege that the puddlers have been pressed to begin on Monday morn- 
ings, in order to enable the other departments of the works to be 
supplied with puddled bars; and they further allege that there is a 
want both of puddlers and under-hands, They also assert that whilst 
wages were reduced Is, per ton iron was only reduced 10s,, or half 
the usual proportion in 1868; and that in 1869, when trade revived, 
the men were raised 6d., and the price of iron advanced 1/7. This 
latter statement is quite incorrect. The reduction of ls. brought the 
men to the old scale in reference to the price of iron, which is that 
they receive in shillings what bars are in pounds. It was decided to 
hold another meeting on Monday next, to receive the reply of the 
masters, Oneremark may be made with reference to this “appeal” — 
that its arguments are confined to the case of puddlers, There isa 
general conviction that this class is now underpaid in comparison 
with the other ironworkers, and Mr, Williams, manager of the Patent 
Shaft Works, sought to redress the grievance some time ago. 

The Mining Journal took an active part in endeavouring to pre- 
serve to the miners of South Staffordshire the surplus of the Hartley 
Colliery Fund allotted to the district, as a nucleus for a relief fund 
for the men in case of accidents, it having been proposed that it 
should be devoted to the enlargement of the South Staffordshire Hos- 
pital. The trustees of the Fund assented to change their decision, 
provided the men raised 5007, After many appeals only 702, of this 
sum is forthcoming, and it must now be concluded that the miners 
are so indifferent to making a provision for themselves in case of in- 
jury, or for those dependent on them should they be killed, that there 
is no hope of securing the object desired. It is a very painful con- 
fession to make. 

A penalty of 5/,, and 17. 7s, 10d. costs, was inflicted upon Mr. Sum- 
mers, chief agent of the Dark Lane Colliery, Shropshire, for neglect of the first 
General Rule, whereby au explosion occurred, causing the death of two men. 
The pit was declared unsafe on the day preceding the explosion, and lamps were 
substituted for candles, but the witness who stated this said he was working 
in the same place on both days, and did not perceive any gas. The night men 
were not permitted to descend, air-pipes were laid down on the morning of the 
explosion, and the men went to work with candles until the explosion occurred. 
It was urged for the defence that the men had thrown back their dirt on the 
mouth of the pipes, and thus obstructed the air, but the Bench decided that due 
care had not been taken to avoid the accident, and inflicted the penalty named.

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Aug. 25.—The orders which have arrived during the week have 
been few, but of the usual character, and, on the whole, the position 
of the Iron Trade has undergone but little change. From the United 
States specifications for rails continue to arrive, and advices are satis- 
factory, but there has been, if anything, a small diminution in the 
business. This, however, can scarcely be assigned to any particular 
cause, it being, perhaps, simply one of the occasional irregularities 
peculiar to the iron as well as other trades. Large quantities of rails 
are being turned out at the works, and clearances to the American 
ports, chiefly New York and New Orleans, are being pushed vigor- 
ously forward, and the prospects in that direction are encouraging 
for the next three or four months. Some improvement has also lat- 
terly been discernible in the Russian demand, and it is generally ex- 
pected that if no interruption arises from the war, business will fur- 
ther increase before the close of the season. There are few other 
sources of demand of importance, although small quantities of iron 
are being forwarded to some of the eastern continental markets. 

Considerable difficulty is again felt in many parts of the district 
through the scarcity of water, notwithstanding that some three or four weeks 
ago {t was thought that inconventence in this respect had been done with for 
the year. There were very heavy rain-falls, which effectually re-filled the reser- 
Yoir~ and tanks, so that all departments were again put in full operation. An- 
other season of drought has, however, succeeded, and so intensely hot and dry 
has the weather been tha: the water supplies have rapidly disappeared, and 
every posible contrivance has to be resorted to in order to keep the works going. 
Owing to a resolution passed by the Board of Health at Swansea, to restrict the 
supply of water to the requirements of the inhabitants only, portions of many 
of the works in that district are at a standstill, their supplies having been cut 
off. In manv other places, also, there is great difficulty exverienced in keeping 
the works going, and a number of hands are put upon half time; and comp!aints 
are each day becoming more and more numerous, At such a time as the pre- 
sent. when makers have so many important matters on hand, such a state of 
things is very injurions, expecially where makers wish to hasten as much as pos- 
sible the execution of old contracts. A change of weather is, therefore, mach 
to be d-sired, and there are not wanting signs that it is coming. The war con- 
tinues to be an absorbing subject at the markets and at the works, and as the 
opinton gains ground that the eonflict cannot last much longer the interest felt 
becomes more intense. A degree of quietude is still evinced in the home traus- 
actions, but for some descrip:ions of make the enquiry has to some extent im- 
proved. For pigs the demand continues inadequate, and makers’ stocks are 
fucreasing; there is, however, a little more firmness evinced in prices. There 
is little fresh to note in connection with the Tin-Plate Trade. Makers are doing 
a fair business, and most of the works in regular employment. Prices unaltered. 

Steam Coal proprietors are, perhaps, a little better placed for orders 
than thev were a week ago. As stated last week, the demaud ts Increasing to 
certain French ports, and also to the Baltic. It i- now becoming the optuion 
that the war will not last long, and should such be the case it will be easter for 
coal proprietors to carry out the orders which arrive from the continental mar- 
kets generally. Asa rule, the steam coal proprietors are now kept in average 
employment. The House Coal Trade ts still dull, and there are no indications 
of immeciate improvement. In about another month, however, transactions 
in anticipation of the winter will, no doubt, be commenced in earnest, and the 
collieries will then be more regularly at work. 

Although there are numerous circumstances which tend to depress 
trade generally, there are not wanting signs of prosperity in many parts of the 
district, Judging from the extensions that ar? made at many of the works. At 
the Race Works, Pontypool, important alterations are now being made for the 
renewal of business on a more extensive scale. A new furnace has been so far 
covstructed that it ls now almost ready for use, and will probably be in opera- 
tion within a few days. In addition to this two other furnaces are to be built, 
one of which will be for hot-blast; and preparations are being made for re- 
starting the Lower Mill. Considering the extensions and re-starting of works, 
which have before been noticed, it is apparent that the former prosperity of 
that iocatity ts fast being revived. . 7 

Amongst all connected with the staple trades of the district consi- 
derable interest is felt in regard to the meeting of the Iron and Steel Institute. 
This event will take place on the 6th of next month, at Merthyr, and ever since 
the decision of the Institute to hold their meeting there every preparation has 
been made for the coming event. Full facilities will, no doubt, be afforded 
the members to carry out the object.of their assembling, and the meeting will, 
of course, add to the importance of that great manufacturing and mining dis- 
trict. The meeting will be resumed for at least five or six days, during which

Indeed, such a state may almost be considered the 
normal condition of a colllery at work ; hence the great necessity for having at 
all times a sufficient quantity of air circulating to meet such confingencies, 
After a most careful consideration of all the circumstances, I am of opinion that 
the small quantity of air cirenlating had been rendered explostve by an extra 
discharge of gas either from the regu'ar working of the coal, which seems to 
give off gas freely, or from the Tyr Cenol old works—most probably the latter ; 
and in all probability the explosion occurred in one of the three lower east levels, 
From the evidence of the different witnesses, the colliery seems to have been 
quite free from any accumulation of gas up tothe timeof theexplosion. Never- 
theless, the close proximity of the Tyr Cenol old works, and the knowledge that 
they contained inflammable gas, ought, I think, to have suggested to the mana- 
ger the propriety of working with locked safety-lamps instead of open lights ; 
and it is, I think, to be regretted that, under the peculiar circumstances of the 
case, he had not deemed it necessary to make more frequent examinations of 
that part of the colliery than he appears to have done. Had he done so, tn all 
probability the air-ways would have been kept on much larger sectional areas 
than I found them, and a proportionately larger quantity of air made to pass 
round the colliery than 9000 or 10,000 feet per minute, which is too small for 
even a non-fiery colllery. The quantity of airshould be increased to 20,000 cubic 
feet per minute, and the direction of the air currents reversed, so that any gas 
exuding from the Tyr Cenol old goaf would be carried off without passing round 
the Charles Pit workings, and the colliery should, in future, be worked with 
locked safety lamps. 

The jury returned a verdict to the effect that the deceased men and boys were 
killed by an explosion of fire-damp, but where the gas came from there is no 
direct evidence; the jury were also of opiuion that, having regard to the close 
proximity of the old worktngs, locked safety-lamps only should be used in 
the lower workings, and that the quantity of air should be considerably 
increased, and the ventilation of the lower district separately maintained, 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


Middleshorough, Aug. 26.—The reports from all parts of the dis- 
trict are to the effect that business in the Iron Trade is quiet. There 
was a rather better attendance on Change on Tuesday, and an im- 
provement in the amount of business transacted is reported. Prices 
of pig-iron have receded considerably since the war broke out, and 
even if peace were restored at an early period it is feared it will be 
some time before the iron trade recovers from the blow. Cleveland 
makers were not so ready to lower their quotations at the commence- 
ment of hostilities on the Continent, inasmuch as the bulk of them 
were possessed of a good stock of orders, but the stoppage of pig- 
iron deliveries to the Continent to so large an extent, and the check 
which the war has given to other branches of the trade at home, have 
caused sellers to lower their rates to a point which, doubtless, was 
hardly anticipated in so short a time. It is difficult to say what are 
the fair average quotations in the Cleveland district at present; the 
prices quoted a month ago, however, are now reduced by 43, to 5s, 
and 5s, 6d. per ton. The make of pig-iron is, nevertheless, being 
well maintained. Stocks are increasing throughout the neighbour- 
hood, as, indeed, may be expected, but whilst this is the case home 
consumption is very large. The Middlesborough warrant store stock 
shows a decrease this week of 500 tons, the total now being 14,139 
tons. For rails there is at the present moment only a dull market— 
i.e., for foreign orders: some English railway companies are inviting 
tenders for supplies for renewals, but the appearances for winter 
work are not encouraging. For shipbuilders’ iron the recent ani- 
mated demand is also “ giving way,” enquiries for new vessels being 
scarce, and the orders on builders’ books are rapidly disappearing. 
A presentation is to be made to Mr. David Dale some time next 


month at Darlington, tn recognition of his services as Chairman of the North 
of England Board of Arbitration and Conciliation. 
We hear that Messrs. Barningham, of Darlington, have received 
an order for 50 miles of rails for Japan for a trial railway, the ficst that will be 
laid in the country.

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THE LLANSAMLET COLLIERY EXPLOSION—THE GOVERNMENT IN- 
SPECTOR'S EVIDENCE.—The adjourned inquest upon the bodies of the 30 men 
and boys killed by an explosion of gas in Mr. C. H. Smith’s Charles Pit, Llan- 
samiet, on July 23, was concluded before Mr. Edward Strick on Friday last. 
The following additional evidence was given :— 

THOMAS CLEMENT, of Cefn Brynmaen, collier, sald he was between 15 and 16 
years old, and bad worked in the Charles Pit for five years, He was in the pit 
at the time of the explosion, at the bottom of the tram level. He had finished 
work, and had dressed himself, and was standing with his face towards the 
southing, or bully, when he felt that something was blowing him at the back. 
He remembered nothing more at that time, but some time after felt as if he 
wasawakening out of asleep, and found himselfinthe bully. Hisbrother John | 
and five others were with him dressing at the same time; three of them—Jobn | 
Liewellyn, David Evans, and Thomas Williams were killed. Witness’s bands 
and face were burnt, and the back of hls head was cut. He did not see or know 
of any gas being in that part; everything seemed the same as usual. 

Joun CLEMENT, brother of the last witness, sald he was dressing at the time 
of the exp'osion. He felt a wind coming at his back, and remembered nothing 
qnore for days after, when he came to himself in his house. He was going on 
for 13 years of age, and had worked in the pit for a month or two. 

JOHN DAVIES, of Tyolaw, wheeler, said he was nearly 14 yearsof age, On 
the day of the explosion he was in the pit workingatram. He wassitting down, 
with hia face looking inwards, when he felt a wind and dust coming towards 
him, and the dust filled up his eyes. When he came to he found himself in the 
southing; he did not know bow he got there. He saw no gas in the workings ; 
ever) thing seemed the same as usual. 

THOMAS Ros<eER, of Liansamlet, colller, sald that he had worked In the pit 
for upwards of three months, and had seen no gas. He had worked with a naked } 
lamp, and had never seen any gas in any part of the workings. He was not in | 
the pit on the day of the explosion, being ill at the time. 

Mr. T. E. WALES, Government Inspector of Mines for the South 
Wales distriet, deposed as follows :—I have made a carefal examination of the 
colilery, but as you have already had a very detailed accounts given by the dif- 
ferent witnesses of the manner of working pursued up to the time of the sad ex- 
plosion on Saturday, the 23rd ult., I shat! not, therefore, go over the ground 
again, but proceed to give a somewhat general outline or description of the 
coliiery.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Ang. 25.—There is no change to be noticed with regard to the Iron 
and Coal Trades of Derbyshire. The foundries are kept well going, 
and there is a very fair business being done in rails, railway material, 
and engine work. Steam coal, as was anticipated, is now in active 
request, and a good deal is being forwarded to Grimsby for exporta- 
tion. A large tonnage of household qualities is being forwarded to 
London and the South, the Midland Railway maintaining its leading 
position so far as carriage is concerned. To the West of Englanda 
moderate trade is being done, and a good deal of coal is being sent 
into Northamptonshire for the use of the furnaces there. 

Several of the leading heavy branches of the Sheffield trade are 
now active. Large orders for armour-plates, shlelds, and other material of war 
are on hand, and will last for some time, so that some of the largest manufac- 
turers are likely to have a long season of activity. Ralls, plates, and bars are 
also being largely produced, and a fair business 1s being done on Russian and 
American account. A little more {ts doing in files, and for some descriptions of 
best cutlery, In the Rotherham district the works are kept tolerab y busy, 
whilst more 1s doing in coal, particularly with rega:d to steam qualities, J 

At Thorncliffe the foundries are in full work, the firm have some 
considerable orders in hand for gas materials and pipes, and for which the firm 
of Newton, Chambers, and Co. have deserverdly a high reputation, their brands 
being not only well known on the Continent, but also In Indla and America. 
Thecollleries connected with the iron works are now being filled by the old 
workmen, who after being idle for nearly 18 months have been obliged to accept 
the terms which they refused at first. Up to to-day about 250 had signed the 
agreement required, and a good many have commenced work, whilst it is ex- 
pected that more will be put on than was at first expected. Thus has termi- 
nated a dispute which has lasted the longest of almost any known In the history 
of the coal trade, and which cost the Miners’ Association considerably more than 
20,0001., whilst the loss in wages to the men could not be less than 50,0001. 

The war, as we predicted, has been of some advantage to the York- 
shire colllery owners, so that there is now a very active demand for steam coal 
for France; and as English bottoms are the princ!pal purveyors, our shipowners 
are reaping a benefit which they by no means anticipated two months ago. House 
coal for Ly ndon and the South has also come into better demand, and the Great 
Northern has taken a larger tonnageof late from the district than for some time 
past. Coke is iu very good request for Lincolnshire, and also for the iron works 
in Staffordshire.
